The Read> 
lat eompany has had 1S5 polleemon 
■worn in since Monday. Thene will 
■upplcment its regular force of 50 po- 
licemen. All have been ordered to re- 
port for duty at once, it is known 
that • strike of the pumpmen, engi- 
neers and flrcmon Is inovitable. 

With thcflf Bpecial i)oltfcmen and 
the watchmen and special detectives 
who have been already employed, the 
Beading company expect to have a 
sufficient force to prdtfct any non- 
union men who may be brought here 
to run the pumps 

The Saint Clair Coal company and 
the Buck Mountain Coal company, 
also had commi > inns issued to a 
number of special policemen. The 
Lehigh Valley Coal company and the 
Pennsylvania company each will have 
■worn in 50 policemen before the end 
of the week, and a score of other com- 
panies will taliC similar action. Strike 
leaden are proteating against this ac- 
tion as unnecessary. They say there 
will be no violence on the part of the 
strikers unless they are faiMd lO'Pro- 
tect themEelves. 

Non-Union Men at WorK. 
Hazleton. Pa.. May 80.— Eleven non- 
union men, brought here from Phila- 
delphia, were put to work at the 
Cranberry colliery of A F'ardet A: (O . 
to fill the places of striking ttremea 
and pump runners. This la the first 
importation of non union men Into the 
district. It was learned on what ap- 
peared to be reliable authority, if 
necessary, the coal companies will 
aext week arrange for an interchange 
of onginoers, firemen and pumpmen, 
who have signified their willingness 
to remain at work, but not in tbeir own 
(ttitricts. According to this arrange- 
aient men from the Schuylkill region 
are to be sent to VVilkesbarre, those 
from Hazleton to Scranton and those 
from Wiikesbcrre to Sliamokln. Ow- 
ing to the reticence of both the com- 
pany representatives and the Mine 
Workers' leaders, this cannot be con- 
firmed. The Lehigh Valley Coal com- 
pany made provision for housing and 
boarding Its firemen and pumpmen 
■t the No. 40 colliery, its largest op- 
•ration In the district 

Will Charge Storage. 
Philadelphia, .May 30.— The Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad company has notified 
coal shippers that on and after June 
1, 91 per day demurrage will be 
ehargecl upon cars detained over an 
average of four days at Greenwich 
FOlmt, Perth Amboy, Harsimus Cove 
and , Baltimore. This action will in- 
terfere seriously wltb speculators, 
who, taking advantage of the anthra- 
cite strike and the consequent in- 
creased demand for bitiminous coal, 
are buying the latter and using the 
cars for storage purposes, pending a 
market to r it at high price s.

who was inaugurated in August last, 
asserting that Alfaro has called on the 
Colombian rebels to suspend their op- 
erations in Colomba and come to 
Kciiailiir to help bm. It is further as- 
serted that the former president has 
promised that after the Cotombians 
have been victorious in overthrowing 
President Pla/.a, Alfaro will assist 
them to defeat the (■ol():iil)ian conser- 
vatives against whom they are now 
waging a war. The OuayiqQll papers 
are asking Alfaro to furnish an expla- 
nation of his conduct 

English Fleet In Orient. 

Victoria, B. C, May :iO -Oreat 
Britain is strengthening her fleet in 
Aslastic waters by sending vessels 
from the Pacific sUtion. The torpe- 
do destroyers Virago and Sparrow 
Hawk will leave shortly for the Ori 
ent to be added to the fleet there. The 
Arethusa, which was sent from here 
at the time of the Boxer trouble, and 
which did not return. Is coming over 
to convoy the twtj destroyers. When 
the destroyers leave it will make 
three vessels that have been sent 
from here to China ty the admiralty. 



Refused to Msk* Award. 

St. Louis. May 80.— The grounds 
and building commttee of the Louis- 
iana Purchase exposition, after exam- 
ining the bids on the construction of 
the palace of liberal arts, refused to 
make an award, the figures all being

The 
committee will order the plans re 
turned to the architects for extensive 
revision.

Corpus Christi Day. 
Vienna, May 30.— Corpus Christi day 
was celebrated with the customary 

majjnlficent. ecclesiastical cereiiiany. 
Emperor Francis Joseph, ihf anh 
dukes, the principal officers of state 
and muncipal authorities were pres- 
ent at high mass in the cathedral. 
Subsequently the whole body paraded 
the principal streets, headed by the 
Clergy and banners of every parish in 
the city. The emperor walked, bare- 
headed, carrying a lighted candle, be- 
hind the h o»t. ^ 

Hard Coal Famine. 
New Yorl'. May HO — The retail coal 
dealers of this city entured upon the 
first day of iU real anthracite coal 
famine, since the strike of miners. Not 
a cargo was in sight In the SMUrkets. 
The stocks of many of the yards are 
depleted enUrely by the severe drain 
of the last two weeks and aowhere ex 
cept in the yards ef the railroads, 
where coal is hoarded by the thou- 
cands of tons, could be had even a 
glimpse of the mineral.

Mr. Balfour, the Qovernment Leader, 
Malies a Steteneai to the House 
of Comueas Ahoat Nego- 
Stafiaas rot Peaee. 



London, May 80.— The government 
leader, A. J. Balfour, announced in 
the house of commons that he hoped 
to be able on Monday nest, to an- 
nounce the resiilt of the peaoe nego- 
tiations In South Africa. 

Mr. Balfour added: "I cannot, how- 
ever, be absolutely certain of being in 
a position to do so, and until the 
statement can be made 1 do not think 
it expedient to take up the subject." 

The government leader also added: 
"A recent phase 'hung in the balance,' 
has been absurdly mlslntrepeted as re- 
ferring to divisions In the cabinet on 
the subject of the budget. That is not 
a fact, and the only point is whether 
the house can properly be aaked to 
discuss tpe budget until we know pre- 
cisely where they Stand In regard to 
the negotiations." 

in spite of Mr. Balfour's pretended 
uncertainty, there is no doubt what- 
ever tn the bouse of commons or else- 
where that a full peace settlement Will 
be announced Monday next. 

The capture of Commandant Malan. 
announced from Mid^eburg. Cape Col- 
ony, renews attention to the activity 
of the rebellion in Cape Colony. Com- 
mandant Malan took the late Com- 
mandant Scheeper's command when 
the latter was captured by thr> liritish 
and became chief Hoer corniiiutiilaiit 
in Cape Colony after Commandant 
Kritslnger's capture. Maian, who was 
mortally wounded when captured by 
Major Collett'8 mounted troops, was 
among the Irreconcilables who refused 
to be a delegate to the conferSMa at 
Veerlnlgning, Transvaal. 

According to the latest uncensured 
correspondence from Cape Town, the 
Boers are still in constant occupation 
of at least 23 different localities in 
Cape Colony, having more than a 
score of bands of raiderfl, mounted 
and armed, and of sufficient mobility 
to defy successful pursuit, although 
the British have often swept and 
"cleared" every mile of the colony's 
territory. A correspondent reports 
that the "invasion Is more actively 
aggressive than ever, and rebelliun is 
more rampant." 

The campaign against the roving 
Boer commandoes In Cape Colony, 
which has been in active [iro^rcss fur 
1 months, has achieved nothing be- 
yond keeping them moving. "Any oc- 
casional success," the correspondent 
adds, "obtained by the seventeen Brit- 
ish columns o|ieratins in Cape Colony 
is more the result of luck than of their 
tactics, and these unpaltable fact^ will 
continue as long as ao tew columns 
co-operate in the hustling. The inad- 
equacy of the supply of troops is at 
the root of the unsatisfactory opera- 
tions." 



Finishing Touches. 
London. May 30.— The British cabi- 
net, which was specially summoned, 
was In session for a little over an 
hour It Is generally accepted, how- 
ever, that the session, though brief, 
sufficed to put the final touches on the 
agreement which will terminate the 
war. The colonial secretary. ,Io;;i'pti 
Chamberlain was sufficiently recovered 
from his indisposition to attend what 
is already designated as the "peace 
cabnet" 



For Pneumatle Mall 8ervlee. 

Washington May 30.— Postmaster 
General Payne has called for bids, to 
be opened here on July 12, next, tor 
the contracts for installing pneumatic 
tube mall sendee in Boston ,New 
York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia. Wash- 
ington and St Louis. The bids are to 
cover either all or parts of the ser- 
vice planned in each cty. The ulti- 
mate limit of annual expenditures of 
the cities of the country for this pur 
pose prior to July 1, 1V04, as allowed 
by congress, is 1800,000 and each city 
It limited to an annual expenditure 
not to exeeed tour per cent of the 
gross annnal revenues for the preeed- 
tng year. 

The Next •aeneerfast. 

Baltimore, Ifay SC.— The laeager- 

fest association of Baltimore, lu 
charge of the twentieth triennial na- 
tional aaengerfest of the Northeastern 
Saengerbund of America, decided to 
hold the saengerfest la this city the 
week of .June 14, lOOS. The festival 
will continue the entire week. It is 
expected that 5,000 trained singers 
will attend $he saengerfest.

Rcprlasaads Jurors Per Acqvldag 

Defendant In Murder Case. 
Chicago, May 30.— A verdict of not 
guilty in the ease of William McPet- 
ridge. accused of murdering his broth- 
er, brought a reprimand to the Jury 
from Judge KavanSfh. "1 cannot un- 
derstand how you ever arrived at such 
a conclusion," said the court. If ever 
a man was guilty, McFetridge was 
that man. The evidence was direct 
and conclusive. I would not have 
been surprised if you bad Imposed the 
death penalty." William .McFetridge 
and his brother Robert, had quarreled 
for years. Following a suit in a Justice 
court Isat fail, which had gone against 
William, the latter met his brother 
carrying a little girl. After a few 
words. William McFetridge opeaed 
fire and contnued to fire as liis broth- 
er ran away. The later died after 
reaching home. McFetridge attracted 
attention at the trial by taking up his 
own defense for three aajnk He 
claimed self Hefense. 

Died on a Sleeper. 
Cincinnati, May 30.— The remain- 
of Judge James M. Smith arrived here. 
He died in his berth on the Big Four 
while en route home fr(.ni the Presby- 
terian general assenibly in New York. 
Mrs. Smith and her son-in-law. Judge 
L. D. Thoman of Chicago , were with 
the deceased at the time of his sudden 
death from heart failure. He died as 
the train passed Erie, Pa. Judge 
Smith was one of the most noted Jur- 
ists in Ohio. The courts here ad- 
journed fn his honor. He leaves three 
children, Mrs Thoman of ('hi( af;o and 
Mrs. M. S Todd of Cincinnati, and 
Harold H. Smith of Cleveland. 

Calls on President. 
Washington, May 30. — General K 
Buencamino of Manilla, Aguinaldo s 
former secretary of war. called on the 
president in company with Secretary 
Root. General liuencaniirio was taken 
prisoner by the United States Iroojis 
at the time Aguinaldo's mother was 
captured and since that time has been 
at the head of the fedesal Filipino 
party. He t(dd the prt sid< nl that his 
mission to Washington was to correct 
the many false reports that have been 
put In circulation with a view to dis- 
crediting the work of l>oth the civil 
government under Judge Taft and the 
army. 

Wagner Testifies. 

Washington, May 30.— Colonel A 
L. Wagner, for two and a half years 
adjutant general of the army in the 
Philipines, was heard by the Philiplne 
committee. He described the con- 
tratlon camps in certain provinces 
and said they could not be compared 
to the Weyler camps in CnlM. They 
were necessary in order to clear the 
country of the ladrones and guerillas. 
The people were treated well and 
while a dead liae was established, the 
orders were to Irill ao one uttnecessar- 
iiy 

Blood Spilled at Primaree. 

Savannah. Oa., May SO.— The White 

county primaries liere for representa- 
tives to the legislature and county oi 
flees were attended by severe fighting 
between the opposing factions at the 
court house. Several people were In- 
jured but nobody was killed Ishmael 
Carter had his head split open with a 
policeman's club Sam Davis, an ex- 
policeman, had bis head cut open with 
a club. He claims to have been held 
and beaten. There were others more 
or less hurt.

Wasl.inpton. .May :iu — The hoiisi 
passed a bill for the improvement and ; 
care of Confederate mound In Oak- 
wood cemetery. Chicago. Mr. l.,oud 
(Cal ) called attention to the fact that 
there were buried at Confederate 
mound 12 Union soldiers and 4,039 
Confederates, and expensed the opin- 
ion that the bill would be the first 
step In the direction of rational care 
for tl;e gravis ol the t'onfedeiate 
dead. But he made no objection.

Washington, May 80. — Conslderattoa 

of the Philippines governaNIt Mil 
was resumed in the senate. 

Mr. Lodge (Mass.), in charge of the 
■eaaure, offered two or three amead' 

meats of a miner character, which 

were agreed to. He then offered an 
amendment extending to the insurg- 
ents the "bill of rights" of the con- 
stitution of the United BUtes, except 
the right to bear arms and the right 
of trial by judy. In answer to an 
Inquiry by Mr. Pettus (Ala.) Mr. 
Lodge explained thaA an opinion of 
majority of the committee on Philp- 
pines, it would be unwise In the pres- 
ent circumstances to extend those 
rights to the Filipinos. The amend- 
ment was agreed to.

"To have crowned such a war. wag- 
ed with such a fj. iierous ptirpose with 
such a result. ' said he, "would have 
dismayed stronger hearta thaa tnose 
that beat in the bosoms even of hia 
Democratic colloagues. There never 
had been," siiid Mr. .Morgan, "a pre- 
tense uf organized government in the 
Philippine Islaads. It was unjust to 
critici/.e Hewey for refusing to recog- 
niKe Aguinaldo as president of the 
Philippine jioveriinieni Had he dune 
so," said he "he would have given aid 
and comfort to the declared eaemies 
of the United States " 

This legal attitude of \giiinal lo and 
every other K;li|p|io. b.-(.'M .ic Dewey 
had no power to change a declaration 
of war by congress. 

"Dewey," he said, "believed A»ruinoI- 
do WHS devoted to the sii<'< . ss of 
Amt i'.cu.i anus and had no ri :i.son to 
feel that he was a seif-stseking adven- 
turer.

That to this end we pledge our united 
and enthusiastic eflbrts ami earnestly 
solicit the co-operation of all patriotic 
and public-spirited citizens of the State, 
contitlently anticipating a prompt and 
liberal response. 

The meeting did not atop with "reso- 
luting," bnt an organiiation was per- 
fected for proeeciitinK the work through- 
out tha State. If the people of the State 
will raspond as thay should the money 
will soon ba raised.

In Hafper'-i fi>r June Dr. H. C. Mc- 
Cook, in hia article on "Insects and Civil- 
ization," gives some startling statistics as 
to the amount of destruction done an- 
nually in this country by insects of va- 
rious sorts. Here are his figures: 

"The chinch bug caused a loss of $30,- 
000,000 in 1871. upward of $100,000,000 in 
lS74,andinlS87,$60,000,000. The Rocky 
mountain locust or grasshopper, in 1874, 
destroyed $100,000,000 of the crops of 
Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska and Iowa, 
and the indirect loss was probably as 
much mora. For many years tha cotton 
caterpillar caused an annual average loss 
in the Southern States of $15,000,000, 
while in 1868 and 1878 the loM raaobed 
$.30,000,000. The fly. weevil, our most 
destructive enemy to stored grains, par- 
ticularly throughout the South, inflictft 
an annual loss in the whole country of 
$40,000,000. The codling-moth, the chief 
ravager of the apple and i)ear crops, 
destroys every year fruit valued at $30,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000. Tbe damage to 
live stock indicted by the ox-bot,or ok* 
warble, amounts to $30,000,000. 

"These ara fair samples of the enor. 
mous money losses produced in one 
country by a few of the pigmy captains 
of pemidoos industry whose hosts oper- 
ate in the granaries, fields, stock farms 
and the stock yards of our country. 
What is tbe grand total? Mr. B. D. 
Walsh, one of tbe best entomologists of 
his <iay, in 1807 estimated tbe total year- 
ly loss in the United States from insects 
to be from $300,000,000 to $400,000,000. 
In 1890 0. V. Riley, long chief of the 
division of entomology, estimated the 
loss at $300,000,000. Dr. Jamea Fletcher 
in 1891 footed np the lose to about one- 
tenth of our agricultural products— $;)30,- 
000,000! In 1899, E. D wight Sanderson, 
after oarafol ooaaldwatioa of the whole 
field, pot the ann nal loaaat $800/100,000."

Thojr are 
buying these eggs at from 14 to 16 cants 
per ilozen now in cold storage centers, 
and they will sell them next winter at 
from 20 to 90 oents par dosen. If these 
eggs will bring that price, fresh eggs 
should bring more. Farmers' wivee should 
make their arrangemants to have plenty 
of henR on hand next winter and should 
see that they are in good working order. 
Provide comfortable quarters for them 
and there is no doubt but that you wiU 
be well paid for yoor time and troobla.
